No, I don’t consider flying especial- 
ly dangerous. I’ve been at it so lon 
I don’t think much about that. I 
just fly the best I can, and when it 
gets too tough I set the plane down 
and await better conditiuns. 

[I got a kick out of flyiag through a 
thunderstorm near Ridgexood, °N. J.. 
in 1923. The lightning flashed and 
the thunder roared and vLetween them 
they stirred up the air like nobody’s 
business, 

I got caught in a huge dowudraught. 
It pitched me down nose first. No 
matter what I did the plane seemed 
determined to plunge into the earth. I 
dropped 1,000 feet in less than a min- 
ute. When I tell you I had only 
1,200 feet to begin with you can see 
what a fix I was in. : 

When I was within 150 feet of the 
ground the downdraufght seemed te 
change its mind and up I bounced 
with it. ‘That was.one of my nar- 
rowest squeaks, 

At one time I made regular trips 
in a flying boat between Bimini in 
the Bahamas and Key West, Fla. I 
wasn't flying the mail then. Bucking 
a storm, I ran out of gas over the 
Atlantic ocean and was forced down. 
It was fortunate I had a sturdy old 
flying boat instead of a land plane. 
Otherwise I might not iiave lived to 
graduate into mail flving.

That storm wrecked things all ‘the 
‘Way along the coast, including three 
airplanes at Roasevelt fieid, near New 
York. After the first half hour I real- 
ized I couldn’t make it. I swung 
around and the storm blew me back to 
Boston in three minutes, 

Flying between Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland I have been forced down in 
the mountains twice. I was also 
forced down at Webster, Mass., by fog 
and snow. 

However, it’s all in the game, and 
as I always manage to get out of 
tight places one way »r another I 
want to say that I still like flying, 
and especially flying Uncle Sam’s 
mail.

PUTIN HALL OF FAME 


South Carolinian Honored at 
Unveiling in Capitol 
Hall.

Hampton, soldier and statesman, join- 
ed John C. Calhoun today as a rep- 
resentative of South Carolina in the 
hall of the capitol where stand the 
figures of the nation’s great. 

Two governors of his state lauded 
the deeds of their predecessor in the 
office, and his daughter lifted the flag 
from thé marble figure while his son 
and «x delegation from the South Caro- 
lina legislature looked on. 

“Soldier, statesman, patriot, South 
Carolina honors herself and honors 
the nation in thus honoring Genera] 
Hampton,” said Governor John G. 
Richards after he had traced briefly 
the career of Hampton as a soldier 
of the Confederacy in the Civil War, 
as governor of his state during the 
reconstruction, and finally as United 
States senator.

FINE GROWTH ENJOYED 
BY INTERSTATE LINES 


Expansion Planned by Oper- 
ators of Atlanta-Chicago 
Air Mail Route. 


Interstate Airlines, Inc., holders of 
the air mail contract between Atlanta 
and Chicago, has enjoyed a remarkable 
growth since its formation approxi- 
mately eight months ago and is formu- 
lating elaborate plans for further ex- 
pansion and developments which in- 
clude the establishment of. flying 
schools, inauguration of passenger 
service, and of night air mail service 
over its route, according to a state- 
ment here Wednesday by J. B. Price, 
of Atlanta, division traffic manager 
of the company. 

He pointed out that the recent pur- 
chase of Interstate by the Aviation 
‘Corporation, a holding company which 
now owns ten domestic air lines in the 
United States, had given added im- 
petus to its steady progress, with the 
result that the prospects for the fu- 
ture were exceedingly bright. 

“We already have well- established 
schools at Evansville and Nashville,” 
he stated, “and the one recently 
started at ‘Chattanooga is doing splen- 
didly. As soon as it is possible we 
intend to begin another at’ Terre 
Haute.” 

The record of miles flown by ships 
of this line during the past four 
months is said to be on a par with 
any such company in the entire coun- 
try. During March Interstate pilots 
covered 98.6 per cent of their sched- 


uled@ mileage, during April 99.4 per 


cent, during May 96.8 per cent and 
June was 1 per cent perfect. 
Passenger service between Atlanta 
and Chicago will be started as soon 
as fields are prepared at Nashville, 
where the company is constructing its 
own airport, and at Chattanooga, 
where improvement work has been 
held up due to a controversy between 
the city and the former owner of a 
piece of purchased land, Mr. Price 


said. 

Work on the company’s field at 
Nashville, ‘““Tennessee Sky Harbor,” is 
being rushed to completion, he stated, 
and should be ready within the next 
60 days, while work on the Chatta- 
nooga field is expected to start within 
the next few weeks. 

Night mail service to Chicago is 
being held up pending completion of 
the installation of beacons all. along 
the route, he explained. Those between 
Evansville and Chicago already have 
been installed, while those between At- 
lanta and Chattanooga and Chatta- 
nooga and Evansville now are under 
construction. 

Mr. Price was enthusiastic about 
the future of aviation in the south as 
well as in the entire country - and 
expressed his belief that the next few 
years would see even more remarkable 
improvements in all branches. He also 
was warm in his praise of the “All- 
Georgia air tour’ being sponsored by 
The Constitution, which he declared 
would be of immeasurable benefit in 
every way.

the state millage for the coming year 
and a prospective reduction in county 
millage, under the provisions of his 
tax laws, of an aterage of 12 1-2 
mills for each of the counties of the 
state. 

The state millage, as fixed by the 
governor today follows: General reve- 
nue 8 mills; pension fund 2 1-4 mills; 
state prison fund 1 1-4 mills; state 
board of health’1-2 mill; free text- 
books fund 1-2 mill; common = school 
fund 1 mill; public free school fund 
1-4 mill, and tick eradiction 1-2 mill, 
This is a total of 14 1-4 mills. 


The state millage, which was 9 
mills last year, the final year of the 
administration of former Governor 
John W. Martin, shows an increase 
of 4 mills in general revenue, 1-4 
mill in the pension fund, 5-8 mill in 
the state prison fund and 3-8 mil] 
in the free textbook fund. 

The increase in state millage was 
made necessary. the governor said. be- 
cause of a deficit of about $2,500,000 
in last year’s operations. 

The governor called attention to the 
fact that the state budget of expendi- 
tures-as fixed by the budget commis- 
sion some time ago was approximate- 
ly $1,000,000 loss than expenditures 
of the last two years.

Rome, July 10.—(United News.) 
Confident that they would have 
reached Rome without a stop if they 
had not discarded 50 gallons of gaso- 
line before leaving Old Orchard, 
Maine, two American fliers who 
landed here after a one-stop flight 
from America tonight were forced to 
forget the one thing which marred 
their flight as the cheers of Rome 
rang in their ears. 

Lifted high on the shoulders of a 
surging mass of spectators who 
thronged Littorio airport where the 
Pathfinder landed, Roger Q. Williams 
,and Lewis A. Yancey were given little 
time to cateh-their brexth after their 
arrival here. 

“I am fully satisfied with the trip 
as a whole,” said Yancey as the fli- 
ers were hurried to:the airport ho- 
tel. “We were held back by strong 
headwinds during the last stage of 
our flight which prevented us from 
making more than 40 miles an hour. 

“We struck bad zones en route 
here from Santander,” the Pathfind- 
er’s navigator continued as he found 
time to talk to newspapermen during 
the lull in the tumult at Littorio 
field. **The headwinds in those zones 
kept us from arriving on timé, 

“We ¢ertainly would have reached 
| Rome in one flight if we had not dis- 
|earded that 50 gallons of gasoline be- 
fore leaving Old Orchard,” he con- 
tinued. “However, I am féeling fine 
and fit after a splendid journey. So 
is Williams.” 

The crowd surged around the fli- 
ers again at that moment, cutting off

SOUTH GEORGIA 
FEDERAL COURT | 
COLLECTS $243,489 


Savannah, Ga., July 10.—(/)—The 
United States district court for the 
southern district of Geofgia collected 
a total of $243,489.29 in civil and 
criminal cases in which the govern- 
ment was a party during the fiscal 
year ending June 0, according to 
figures announced today in the dis- 
trict attorney’s offi¢e here. 

This is a substantial increase over 
1928 when the collections reached 
$56,582.23, the increase being due to 
settlement of several large income tax 
casés involving an amount in excess 
of $200,000. 

On the criminal side of the report 
there was a greater volume of cases 
handled and less revenue obtained. 
There were 487 criminal prosecutions 
begun during the year, 766 terminated, 
this including cases passed over from 
the previous year, 407 convictions, 5 
acquittals, 290 cases nol prossed, 
pleas of guilty and 33 trial by juries. 
Criminal cases pending June 30, 1929, 
were 397, a little over half the num- 
ber pending a year ago when the total 
was 676. 

The amount. of fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties imposed during the year 
in criminal cases was $61,745.25, of 
which $6,315.55 was collected, as 
against. $41,175.28 assessed the year 
before and $12,541.10 collected.

:: END COMES QUIETLY AFTER LIFE OF VIOLENCE 


Conquered by Death at 82 


Higginsville, Mo., July 10.—(#)— 
Jim Cummins, who rode and fought 
with Jesse James, Cole Younger, Wil- 
liam Clark Quantrill and still lesser 
lights of fact and fiction, has battled 
his last opponent and spun his last 
yarn. 

Death came yesterday to the pic- 
turesque gun fighter, who to the last 


liked to boast of his conquests and 
whose boastings, at least twice in 
recent years, were the cause of vio- 
lence. For the last 27 years Cummins 
had lived at a Confederate home here 
, where he died. He was 82 years old. 

Jim Cummins admitted he never 
knew fear. His associates at the Old 


Soldiers Home uphold his claims. 

He grew to manhood in Clay eoun- | 
ty, Missouri. in company with the 
James boys, Jesse and Frank. Border | 
warfare, between the free staters of | 
Kansas and the pro-slavery men of, 
Missouri flamed into being. Cummins } 
joined a band of Missouri sympathiz- ' 
ers who went down in history as. 
Quantrill’s band. ° 

Later he joined the regular Confed- 
erate army and served in Clement’s 
regiment, Shelby’s brigade. 

Peace brought no joy to Jim Cum- 
mins. When the James boys organiz- 
ed their gang of notorious train rob- 
bers, Cummins joined them and partic- 
ipated in their crimes for ten years. 

For many years after the train 
robberies and bank holdups perpetrat- 
ed in the middlewest by the James 
boys, Cummins hid in a Montana vil- 
lage under the name of Johnson. He 
was one of the town’s respected citi- 
zens despite a reward of $5,000 which 


for many years had been on his head. | 


He finally returned to Clay county 
and surrendered to the sheriff.— Aa” 
no witness could be found to be used 
against him, he was not held for 
trial. His declining years largely 
were spent in story telling. When 
he entered the Confederate home, his 
loquacious ways caused trouble. 

In 1907 the annual reunion of the 
Quantrill band was held in Independ- 
ence, Mo. David Edwards, 73, anoth- 
er veteran raider, took exception to 
Cummins’ boasting. He drew a re- 
volver and fired but missed his tar- 
get and slighthy wounded a bystander. 

Later in 1909, Cummins quarreled 
with another veteran, J. R. or- 
mick, 85, and struck the man a blow 
that caused his death. No charges 
wre filed as a result of the incident 
as McCormick had cursed Cummins.

ASSAILED BY EXFLRI 


Food of Average Citizen Is 
Poor in Vitamins, Says 
Dr. Langstroth. 


Portland, Ore., July 10.—()—AIl- 
though most Americans have advanced 
beyond the fried potatoes and pie 
breakfast, there still is a tendency 


‘toward a diet conducive to degenera- 


tive diseases, Dr. Lovewell Langstroth, 
San Francisco, told members of the 
American Medical Association here 
today, 

Dr. Langstroth said that a study 
of 501 sick persons revealed that 88 
per cent of them ate chiefly bread, 
meat, potatoes, sweet desserts and 
other foods poor in vitamins. Many 
of them improved on a diet of fresh 
milk, fruits and vegetables, he said. 

Dr. E. T. Quigley, instructor in the 
University of Nebraska medical school, 
who has done extensive research work 
in cancer, said that so many “sure 
cures” for cancer have been announced 
or are about to be announced that 
sufferers are under the impression 
that “the day of salvation 
around the corner.”’ 

“This state of mind,” Dr. Quigley 
said, “is what makes it so easy for 
the quack to market, at a huge profit, 
his utterly worthless nostrums, 

“When the medical profession ceas- 
ed seeking a cure and turned to the 
cause of cancer, the death raté slowed 
up.’ Primarily there seems to be four 
causes: constant irritation of tissue, 
chemical irritation and heat and infec- 
tien,’ he said.

BANKS ARE BUSY EXCHANGING MONEY 


Proves Popular in Atlanta

“Shades of the ‘shin plaster’ days! 
Can these be real?” 

This and other similar expressions 
might have been heard in the vicinity 
of any of the Atlanta banks Wednes- 
day morning as hundreds of people 
made their way to the paying teller’s 
cages in an effort to accumulate as 
many of Uncle Sam's new under-sized 
bills as possible. 

True to the advance notices of the 
great event, the paper .aoney which 
has been reduced in size but not in 
value started flowing into the chan- 
nels of business Wednesday, begin- 
ning a long process of substituting 
for the more familiar type which. is 
expected to take nearly a year to com- 
plete. 


Old Bills to Retire. 7 


Slowly but surely, the old bills will 
be retired from active duty and the 
others will take their place. The mag- 
nitude of the change can be appreciat- 
ed when it is considered that the value 
of the paper money in circulation to- 
day is estimated at approximately $5,- 
00,000,000. All reserve banks, their 
branches and agencies, have been giv- 
en the task of making this change 
and each one was instructed to work 
out their own system of distribution. 

Another task, that of destroying the 
old bills as they are turned in, pre- 
sents a problem which does not find 
the government wanting. | 

As explained by Milton C. Bell, 
cashier of the Atlanta Federal Re- 
serve bank, this is a rather complicat- 
ed procedure. The bills are sorted ac- 


cording to denomination and _ series 
i: lots of 100 each. A machine is 
tren used which punches four holes 


through them after which they are 
split lengthwise. ss 

The lower half of the packages are 
then shipped to Washington and if 
they arrive safely, the remainder is 
shipped. If anything in the nature 
of a‘ disaster befalls the first ship- 
nent which results in its destruetion, 
the remaining halves are still suffi- 
cient for identification purposes. If, 
on the other hand, the shipment goes 
through without difficulty, the top 
halves are sent along and the whole 
lo‘ destroyed in a very thorough man- 


ner. 
Used For Souvenirs. 

The bills are put in a giant macer- 
ating machine with a solution which 
reduces the mass to a pulp. The wa- 
ter is then dfained off and the pulp 
sold as such. This is often used. it 
is said, for the purposes of making 
souvenirs in the shape of various 
ronuments, buildings and _ similar 
structures. 

Thus in time, the $5,000,000.000 
worth of old bills will be reduced to 
nothing in particular.

Colonel Lindbergh made this state- 
ment last night during an interview 
at a hotel here after his return flight 
from Winslow, Ariz., to the Grand 
Central airport at Glendale.

TOBACCO. 


Current price cutting of cigarets 
to two packages for a quarter centers 
interest on the tobacco iadustry. This 
cut in price passes along to the con- 
sumer the reduction made by manufac- 
turers in April, 1928, und is forced 
by competition from ecuain grocery 
stores. : 

During the war organizations which 
had frowned on the cigaret before 
were active in having them shipped to 
the American expeditionary forces. 
This educated new users, and dis- 
pelled a certain prejudice against ciga- 
rets. Furthermore, this changed at- 
titude toward cigaret may explain 
their increasing use among women. 

Increased popularity cf the cigaret 
has led to a tremendous increase in 
cigaret consumption, In 2914, at the 
beginning of the war, domestic pro- 


duction of cigarets amounted to only 


16,856,000,000. Five months of the 
current year suggest a total of about 
125,000,000,000 for 1929. 

Tobacco farming in this country has 
undergone a great change. A bi 
extension has occurred in 
growing bright yellow todacco. 
increase in acreage in the Carolinas 
and Georgia was from 317,000 in 1914 
to 1.000.000 in 1928. In 1914 Geor- 
gia was growing less than 2,000 acres 
of tobacco, while last year Georgia’s 
acreage amounted to 122,000. 

American farmers received more 
than one-quarter of a biilion dollars 
from sales of tobacco last year. The 
United States government received 
more than $400,000,000 in revenues 
imposed on tobacco sales. Net prof- 
its of the ten leading manufacturing 
companies amounted to $93,000,000 in 
1928 
The importance of a popular-priced 
cigaret is easily disceraible in the 
progress of the strongest companies 1n 
past years. At present there is severe 
competition in the industry which in 
April of last year led to a cut in man- 
ufacturers’ prices from 36.40 to $6 a 
thousand. ‘This price cutting was due 
in part. at least, to the entrance into 
the field of a new cigaret witb tre- 
mendous advertising behind it, but it 
was probably due more to the gain in 
popularity of a brand already well 
established. Despite last year’s price 
cuts leading manufacturers reported 
increased profts, and with production 
for the first five months of the cur- 
rent year 17 per cent ahead of 1928 
and no future price cuts in prospect, 
there is every reason to look for a 
further increase in the year. 

The reichstag has increased the 
German import duty on wheat, rye, 
oats, butter and potatoes, and is pro- 
viding a corresponding increase in the 
duties on flour and dairy products. 


During the first five months of this 
year 1,344,028 tons of iron and steel 
were exported, 247,433 tons or 22.6 
per cent more than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1928.

DECREASED YIELD 
FOR GROPS SEEN 


Washington, July 10.—(@)—De 
creased yields this season in grain 
crops below last year’s harvest were 
forecast today by the department of 
agriculture on the basis of informa- 
tion on July 1 conditions. 

Of the major grains only rye was 
estimated to show an increased pro- 
duction, although reports from pro- 
ducers, included in the survey, showed 
that up to July 1 the weather was 
2.7 per cent more favorable for crops 
than last year. 

Estimates for leading crops, com- 
pared with the 1928 harvest, follow: 

Corn 2,662,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 2,836,000,000 harvested 
last year; wheat 834,000,000 and 902,- 
000,000 ; oats 1,247,000,000 and 1,449,- 
000,000: barley 317,000,000 and 357,- 
000,0C0. The rye forecast was for 41,- 
900,000 bushels, compared with 41,- 
700,000 a year ago. 

“In the country as a whole the con- 
dition of crops averages 3.7 per cent 
below the 1918-1927 average,’ the 
department commented. 

“On the first of July crops were 
in a particularly critical condition in 
the northern great plains region, where 
drought and high temperatures : pre- 
vailed and prospects were declining 
dailv. 

“The estimates for this area allow 
only for damage in evidence on the 
first of the month. Allowing for some 
late crops still to be planted and for 
usual loss of acreage from drought, 
flood and other causes, the total crop 
acreage harvested this season seems 
likely to be about the same as that 
harvested last season.” 

The separate wheat crop estimates 
were winter wheat 582,000,000; com- 
pared with 578,000,000 harvested last 
year; curum wheat 58,000,000, com- 


pared with oA epea other spring 
wheat 193,000,800 and 231,000,000. 
Decreased acreages were 


indicated 
in corn, oats, rye, rice and potatoes, 
and increased acreages were planted to 
wheat, barley, flaxseed, cotton, hay, 
sweet potatoes, tobacco, beans, pea- 
nuts and sugar’ beets. 

Of the crops reported on, increased 
yields over 1928 were estimated in 
flaxseed, tame hay, beans, tobacco and 
sugar beets. Decreases were shown in 
hops, broomcorn, sweet potatoes, po- 
tatoes, pears, apples, peaches and 
rice, Particularly poor yields were 
estimated in fruit crops, pears being 
estimated at 19,800,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 24,000,000 bushels last 
year; peaches 47,100,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 68,400,000, and apples 
154,000,000 bushels, compared with 
186,000,000 bushels last year.

Although the wall has been practically completed for several weeks, 
the actual work on the stadium proper was not started until Monday of 
this week, when sinking of concrete piles got under way.

Formerly Clay field has been used 
for varsity baseball, but the new 
diamond will be used for major con- 
tests beginning next season.

000 in the bleachers. The total cost 
of the field is expected to run to about 
$85.000.
